Dr. Gordon J. Laing, From 
the University of Chicago, 
Succeeds Dean Moyse. 

The new Chancellor of McGill Uni- 
versity, the president of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, has come to us Jrom 
Queen's University, where he has been 
Chancellor since 1919. The Board of 
Governors of Queen's University has 
released him following negotiations 
with them in order to succeed Sir Rob- 
ert Borden. The Governors of Mc- 
Gill gave out yesterday that his resig- 
nation had been tendered in 1920. 

flic Board of Governors' official an- 
nouncement states: 

"The new chancellor has been a 
member of the Governing Board for 
some years, and, when in 1919 the 
Queen's chancellorship became vacant, 
he was, with the consent of the Mc- 
Gill Board, selected to succeed the late 
Dr. James Douglas. When the McGill 
chancellorship in turn became vacant, 
through the resignation of Sir Robert 
Borden, Mr. Beatty was invited to ac- 
cept it, and, at subsequent joint con- 
ferences of representatives of the two 
boards, Queen's University generously 
and unanimously approved the arrange- 
ment. Mr. Beatty in the meantime re- 
mained chancellor of Queen's. 

"The fortunate outcome of the nego- 
tiations between Queen's and McGill is 
due to a very generous recognition by 
each of the other's problems and an 
appreciation of the fact that both, as 
institutions of learning, have ideals in 
common.'' 

Mr. Beatty graduated in arts at To- 
ronto University, and studied law at 
Osgoode Law School, being called to 
the Ontario Bar in 1901. In the same 
year he became an assistant in the Law 
Department of teh Canadian Pacific 
Railway, being advanced to the post of 
assistant solicitor in 1905. He became 
general solicitor in 1910, and general 
counsel in 1913. To the latter post he 
added that of vice-president of the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway, a director of 
•the Bank of Montreal, and of the Royal 
Trust Company, and a trustee of- the 
Royal .Victoria Hospital of this city. 
He was born in Thorold, Ont., in 1887. 

The appointment of Dr. Gordon 
Jennings Laing, at present Senior Pro- 
fessor of Latin in the University of 
Chicago, to the Dcanship of the Fac- 
ulty of Classics at McGill, was another 
important matter announced after the 
meeting of the Board of Governors 
yesterday. In the capacity of Dean of 
the Faculty of Arts, Dr. Gordon suc- 
ceeds Dr. Charles E. Moyse, who, after 
many years' service to the University, 
retired from active work at the close 
of the session 1919-20. As head of the 
Department of Classics, he succeeds Dr. 
John MacNaughton, who, in the spring 
of 1919, resigned from the post, which 
he held for some years. , 

Dr. Laing is a Canadian, having been 
born in London, Ont. He is a gradu- 
ate in Arts of Toronto University, and 
holds a Ph.D. degree from Johns Hop- 
kins University. He studied in the 
American School of Classical Studies 
in Rome during the year 1886-7, and 
has since occupied various posts in col- 
ores and universities, having' been for 
"a time lecturer in Greek and Latin in 
the University of Toronto, and at Bryn 
Mawr, and instructor and later assist- 
ant and associate professor, and now 
professor of Latin in the University of 
Chicago. During the year 1911-12 he 
was* a professor in the American School 
of Classical Studies in Rome. 

Tn addition to these posts. Dr. Laing 
has been managing editor of the "Clas- 
sical Journal," associate editor of "Clas- 
sical Philology," and general editor of 
the University of Chicago Press. He is 
a vice-president of the Archaeological 
I: stitutc of America. Dr. Laing will 
take up his new post at McGill next 
January.

The executive of the Arts Under 
graduate Society have practically com- 
pleted the final arrangements for the 
unveiling of the Memorial Tablet ill 
honor of the Undergraduates, graduates 
and members of the teaching staff of 
that Faculty, who saw service in the 
Great War. 

For the past two years the members 
of the Arts Undergraduate Society 
have been assessed an annual contribu- 
tion of one dollar to meet the exces- 
sively heavy costs of such a durable 
form of memento; while, thanks to the 
efforts of Mr. J. W. Jcakins, the many 
graduates of the Faculty have also 
been approached. Substantial contribu- 
tions were received from many unex- 
pected quarters. In consideration of 
his standing as an honorary L.D. of 
McGill Rudyard Kipling sent an un- 
solicited cheque for fifty dollars from 
his home in fùigland. 

As a result of these combined efforts 
the Memorial Tablet, which will short- 
ly be placed in position in the entrance 
hall of the Arts Building, is in every 
way a worthy tribute to the memory 
of those who served overseas. The 
Rcbert Mitchell Co., who were entrust- 
ed with the casting of the tablet, give 
it as their opinion that in point of ar- 
tistic worth and perfection of detail the 
Arts tablet may be ranked with the 
very best of their work. The memorial 
was designed by Mr. Mclvor, a stu- 
dent in the department of Architecture, 
whose submitted design showed traces 
of a fitness of conception absent from 
the efforts o/ more experienced pro 
fossionals. 

The vunveiling ceremony has been 
fixed for ten o'clock on the morning of 
Thursday, the thirteenth. In the mat 
1er of those to officiate at the ceremony 
itself the executive of the Arts "Under 
graduate Society appear to have been 
most fortunate. Sir Arthur Curric, 
who will give the address, has under- 
take tô ask His Excellency Lord Byng 
of Vimy, to unveil, the Memorial Tab- 
let, as 'the latter will arrive that morn- 
ing to receive an honorary degree at 
the special convocation. 

Coming as it docs in the very middle 
of the Centenary celebrations, the un- 
veiling of the tablet in the Arts Build- 
ing is expected to be a pivotal point 
about which the activities of the count- 
less Arts graduates will centre. These, 
together with the students now enroll- 
ed in the Faculty should tax the some- 
what circumscribed capacity of theliall 
to the utmost.

I hope the Officers' Training Corps 
of this University will in the near fu- 
ture become a very important part of 
University life. I belieev most firmly 
in the postulate that a man's first duty 
to his country is to be willing to de- 
fend it in time of peril. The time spent 
by our students in preparing themselves 
to act as leaders of their fcllowmcn, 
should it ever become necessary' for 
Canada to take up arms again, is not 
only time well-spent, but P consider it 
a duty.

According- t.efjthe-aiHiouiiceincnt made 
by the Board of Governors yesterday, E. VV. Beatty, K.C.. l'resi- 
dent of the Ç.P.R., has been appointed to the Chancellorship, and 
Dr. Gordon S. Laing has been appointed Dean of the Faculty oi* 
Arts, which positions were left vacant by the resignations of Sir 
Robert Borden and Dr. Charles E. Aloyse, both tendered in 1920. 
The University is very fortunate i" sccuurihg able men to fullil 
these important positions, which have been open for a year. 

Mr. Beatty is well known to everyone in Canada. He has 
had a very brilliant career since his graduation from Toronto Uni- 
versity and Osgoode Law School, rising rapidly to his present po- 
sition as executive head of one of Canada's greatest corporations. 
His appointment is due to the successful outcome of negotiations 
entered into with Queen's University, of which he is also Chancel- 
lor, the Governors of the later University unanimously approving 
of the new arrangement. Mr. Beatty has been a Governor of Mc- 
Gill for some time, and it-\vas with the consent of our board that he 
became Chancellor of - Qtieen's, who are now repaying the cour- 

Dr. Laing, though coming, from .the University of Chicago, is a 
Canadian, his native town being London, Ontario, lie graduated 
from Toronto Univers; ly •' '. .' his Ph.D. degree at Johns Hop- 
kins. Tie then made studies abroad, u.'ivr which he tilled various 
positions in universities, finally becoming S.nior Professor of Latin 
at Chicago. In addition to becoming Dean of the Faculty of Arts, 
he will also become head of the Department of Classics, succeed- 
ing in that position 1)7. Jôlm -Jfjii^atiglVton"- who resigned in 1919. 
Dr. I,aing is well qualified for this post,' for in addition to being a 
great scholar, he has been associated in a prominent way with sev- 
eral classical magazines' in the u'.s'.à:; and is vice-president of 
the Archaeological Institute of America. Me will take up his new 
position next January. 

In every way the choice of the Governors seems to be most 
wise, and they appear to have picked the men best qualified to fill 
the vacant posts.

'Dangers of Venereal Diseases' 
Is Topic 

MOTION PICTURES 

Illustrated Addresses Will Be 
Given on Friday After- 
noon Next 



A lecture on the dangesr of venereai 
diseases will be delivered in the large 
hall in the Union on Friday next, Oc- 
tober 7th, at 5 o'clock tu the afternoon. 
The lecture, which will be nccompanicd 
by moving pictures, is given with the 
intention of having all the male stu- 
dents in the college present, or as many 
as the hall will hold, and everyone 
should make it a point to attend. 

The moving pictures will be explain- 
ed as they progress, and in addition, 
short addresses will be given to the 
students by Doctors Deslogcs, Patch 
and Cliipman. These three physicians 
are among the leading specialists in the 
country, and it is an opportunity that 
should not be missed to hear them talk- 
ing on a subject with which they arc 
thoroughly familiar. 

Last winter a similar lecture was 
given in the Union, and the hall was 
unable to accommodate the large 
crowds of students who were present. 
The pictures to be shown this week 
will include all of these exhibited last 
year, with tlir addition of several 
more that arc every bit as interesting 
and instructive. 

The campaign which is being waged 
by the Health Department of the Pro- 
vince of Quebec against venereal dis- 
eases has met with support on all sides, 
and has proved of immense value in the 
education of the people of the prov- 
ince. The authorities at McGill have 
co-operated with the Provincial authori- 
ties in order to get the motion pic- 
tures and lecturers before the student's 
and. as a result, the men at the col- 
lege have an opportunity that is granted 
but few to become well informed on a 
subject of the greatest importance to 
everyone. 

The lecture is of paramount import- 
ance to the freshmen at this' time of 
the year. Many of the men coming up 
to college for the first time have never 
liad an opportunity to learn ahout 
many things relative to the proper way 
of keeping strong and healthy.

VACANT JOBS 
BUT MEN NOT 
EMPLOYED 

"In regard to the prospects of the 
'Department of Social Service for the 
session 1921-22, 1 scarcely know what 
to say," said Mr. J. Howard T. Falk, 
the .Director, when interviewed by The 
Daily on Saturday. "As yet we have 
had vary few applicants for full courses 
and they arc from fields as far apart 
as Mcnor.'iinec, Mich., and Port Arthur, 
Ont. There is one position in social 
service vacitit in this city which com- 
mands a safciry of $3,500 upwards per 
annum. Other vacancies arc the head- 
ship of a Settlement, the hcadworkcr- 
ship of a Hospital Social Service De- 
partment, and tile «cerctarysliip of a 
Relyicf Committee- Men arc preferred 
for the first two, ayd women for the 
latter two. The workers, however, arc 
not available. 

The Director was asked whether all 
the students who received 1 diplomas last 
year had received positions or could 
îiny of them fill the positions vacant 
in Montreal. He replied that ftiese were 
not easy to fill, and by analysing that 
of the General Secretary of the 'i-'amily 
Welfare Association, which is vacant 
through the resignation of Mr. Joint B. 
Dawson, he clearly showed the diffi- 
culty of the task. 

"The General Secretary has to select, 
perhaps train, and in any case adapt a 
staff of about fourteen to four differ- 
ent departments; case work, records, 
employment and finance. He has to 
supervise the 'work of receiving dozens 
of new applicants for assistance each 
week, and of attending to the needs of 
several hundred families already under 
his care. He has to try to educate his 
Executive (and I say "try" advisedly) 
and any volunteers who may want to 
help. He has to see that a budget oi 
from. $50,000 to $80,000 a year is raised 
for the work, with also the genera! 
publicity on his shoulders. Last, but 
not least, he is expected to occupy a po- 
sition of leadership in social work in 
the city, and speak on public platforms 
or before legislative committees at 
any time on almost any social prob- 
lem." 

Mr. Falk stated that there were 
three essential, conditions to the estab- 
lishment and satisfactory conduct of a 
school for training social workers. 
These must be : 1, a good laboratory 
for field work, i.e., the community must 
possess up-to-date, well-equipped agen- 
cies and institutions; 2, an efficient 
teaching staff ; 3, a demand for the 
product of the school. Continuing, the 
Director said : "During the last three 
years, Montreal has much improved as 
a laboratory. Old agencies whose work 
was a positive menace to the welfare 
of the community have been made 
over, and 'new agencies have been 
brought into the field. The teaching staff 
is as strong as could he expected in a 
city the size of Montreal, and in its 
present condition. The demand for the 
product of the school is the factor 
which reveals the peculiar situation. 

"A first-class and well-trained execu- 
tive will constantly improve the work 
in hand and develop it to meet new de- 
mands. A group of such executives in 
a community will see to it that agen- 
cies arc promoted to work in undcvel 
oped fields of -service. Our Montreal 
agencies are practically at a standstill, 
and in sonic cases have recently gone 
back owing to financial difficulties, and 
the most obvious fields of effort arc left 
untouched. '• 

"In a city where housing conditions 
are 'shocking, and tenement inspection 
is conspicuous by its absence, there is 
an urgent need for a housing associa- 
tion. In a city where there is more 
open trade in vice than in any other 
of the Dominion, a Juvenile Protective 
Association is imperative." 

Mr. Falk wals asked whether he 
thought a satisfactory- solution could 
be reached. He replied in the affirma 
live, but was reticent to commit him- 
self at present. "I am confident that 
these great difficulties can be over- 
come. I will discuss plans for a bet- 
terment of general conditions in a few 
days, after the University is in full 
swing once more."

Faculties 

SOME RETIRE 
Arts Science and; Medicine An- 
nounce Chan g es for Year 

The Arts Faculty/ profits this year 
by several important additions to the 
staff. 

Prof. Basil Willfrms, who held the 
position of Ford lecturer in the Uni- 
versity of Oxford! last year, has been 
appointed professor in the History 
Department.. Prbf. Williams is au- 
thor of biographies on William Pitt 
and Cecil Rhodes, both of which 
works are recognized authorities. 

The Ford Lcfcturcrship which Prof. 
Williams held /last year at Oxford is 
filled each yepr by some historian. 
The Master ofj Balliol and other emi- 
nent historian/s have held the posi- 
tion in the palst. Prof. Williams serv- 
ed with distinction in the late war 
as a major fin the Artillery; he also 
saw service fin the South African war. 

The vacancy in the History De- 
partment cjau.led by Dr. Colby's resig- 
nation hasf been a difficult one to fill, 
and the ajpponitment of so thorough 
a scholar - as Prof. Williams will be 
welcomed by all those interested in 
history :»t McGill. 

In thr School of Commerce, Mr. 
R. R. Thomson, A.C.A., M.C, has 
been appointed lecturer in Account- 
ancy, -«nd Prof. Herbert Tait, M. A., 
B.Sc, /lecturer in Mathematics. 

Mr. Thomson was in business in 
the ntorth of England as a chartered 
accountant prior to the war. Soon 
after-' the war broke out he enlisted 
with, the First Battalion, 5th Argyll 
and Sutherland Highlanders. He 
serrcd with this regiment through- 
out most of the war, in Gallipoli, Sinai 
Desert and Palestine. He held the 
jiuk of captain and adjutant, gained 
IMic M.C, nd was mentioned in des- 
patches. 

Since the close of the war he has 
been organizing accountancy work in 
the army at the Scottish Command 
Headquarters. He has accepted the 
invitation of Sir Arthur Currie to as- 
sume command of the McGill C.O.- 
T.C. apart from his duties in the 
School of Commerce. 

Prof. Herbert Tait, M.A., B.Sc, 
who is to lecture in Mathematics, 
comes to McGill with an enviable rec- 
ord. He obtained his B.Sc, first 
class, from the National University 
of Ireland, is a Senior Moderator, a 
double Gold Medalist and Brooke 
Prizeman at Trinity College, Dublin. 
The last-mentioned is one of the high- 
est honors awarded at Trinity; it is 
tenable for five years and confers im- 
portant privileges upon the holder. 

Prof. Tait has been assistant Pro- 
fessor of Physics at the University of 
Cork, Senior Mathematics master at 
Kilkenny College, and also held the 
same position at Portora Royal 
School — the first public school in 
Ireland. 

There have been a number of im- 
portant changes on the staff of the 
Faculty of Applied Science. Dr. 
Physics, is now Macdonald professor 
of Physics, Dr. A. S. Eve remaining 
director of the Physics Building. Dr. 
J. Austen Bancroft, Dawson profes- 
sor of Geology, was granted a year's 
leave of absence and is at present 
assistant manager of the big Granby 
Copper Smelter at Anyox, B.C. Dur- 
ing his absence, Dr. H. C. Cooke, a 
Canadian geologist of repute, is act- 
ing professor of Geology. Major 
Charles M. McKcrgow, M.Sc, asso 
ciatc professor of Mechanical Engin- 
eering, has attained the rank of pro 
fessor and head of his department. R. 
de L. French, CE., formerly a lec- 
turer, is now a professor of Highway 
and Municipal Engineering. Drs. 
Otto Maass and G. S. Whitby, assis- 
tant professors, of Chemistry, Dr. 
Charles T. Sullivan, assistant profes- 
sor of Mathematics, and Henry M. 
Lamb, assistant professor of Civil 
Engineering, wcro promoted to be as- 
sociate professors in their respective 
departments. Dr. H. W. Hatcher, 
who graduated as a Ph.D. last spring, 
has joined the Department of Chem- 
istry as an assistant professor. 

The Faculty of Medicine has suffer- 
ed a distinct loss in the resignation 
of Dr. A. D. Blackader, senior mem- 
ber of the Faculty and professor of 
Pharmacology, and Therapeutics, and 
of Pediatrics. Dr. Blackader, one of 
the most eminent physicians in the 
Dominion, joined the Medical staff of 
the University thirty-eight years ago, 
and had held the chairs from which 
he has resigned since 1891. As emer- 
itus professor he will still be attached 
to the Faculty. Dr. H. G. Barber, 
assistant professor of Pharmacology 
at Yale University, has been appoint- 
ed professor of Pharmacology with a 
scat on the Faculty. Dr. Stclilc of the 
University of Pennsylvania, will act 
as assistant professor in that depart 
nient. Dr. D. A. Shirrcs, lecturer in 
Clinical Neurology, has resigned, The 
sudden death of Dr. W. H. P. Hill, 
demonstrator in Clinical Surgery, 
caused deep regret in the Faculty, 
where he was most popular. Return- 
ing from a trip to Plattsburg towards 
the end of July. Dr. Hill \,as stricken 
with heart disease and died at the 
wheel of his car on St. Catherine St.

'NEW ERA IN INDIA' 



Conditions in Far East to Be 
Described to Students 



Rustom Rustomjcc, former editor and 
proprietor of the "Oriental Review," 
Bombay, India, will deliver a lecture on 
the New Era in India, in the Royal 
Victoria College on Monday, October 10 
at 5 o'clock in the afternoon. 

In his lecture lie will narrate the 
history of the evolution of responsible 
government in his country, starting 
from the Council of India Act, in 
1861, and culminating in the Govern 
ment of India Act of 1919, which 
Rustomjcc considers to be a master- 
piece of British statesmanship. As he 
contends to have found a continent with 
three times the population of North 
America, torn as it was in prc-British 
clays by internal strife and a constant 
proy to foreign invaders since the be 
ginning of the Christian era, and Men 
to have transformed it, within three 
generations into a well-governed com- 
monwealth of Indian nations, is an 
achievement without parallel in the 
history of mankind. 

Rustomjcc will also describe the eco- 
nomic, social and educational progress 
India has made under the Britisn ad 
ministration of the country. Knowing 
the country intimately as he does his 
lecture should prove to be of great 
interest to every student of the govern- 
ment of the British Empire. 

At the present time the government 
of India is- a topic 'frequently discussed 
owing to the publicity given to the 
events which have taken place there in 
the past few years. The opportunity 
to hear a man who has first hand in- 
formation about the conditions of the 
country should not be missed. 

It is quickly apparent that Rustom- 
jec is a staunch advocate of British 
Rule in India. The object of his lec- 
tures is to justify the method of con- 
ducting the government of the British 
possessions in the Far East. Living 
under a system of government that 
has proven eminently successful as far 
as the Dominion is concerned the peo- 
ple of Canada will be especially inter- 
ested in the problem of another part of 
the Empire.

With a steady driz- 
zle decorating the campus, the new 
men turned out in numbers. even great 
enough to surpass those df the old tim- 
ers who were present.

Due to the condition of the Stadium, 
there could be no definite opinion passed 
as to who surpassed in any particular 
event, and very little was done outside 
of general conditioning and warming 
up. The men who turned out yesterday 
will not have much advantage over 
those aspirants who turn out to-day for 
the first time. More men are urgently 
needed, and a man's chances of mak- 
ing a place on the team depends rtot on 
his performance at a meet a year ago, as 
on turning out at once and getting in 
>-hape for the year's meet. Moreover, 
college athletics is by no means glori- 
fied school meets, but means condi- 
tion, training and more condition. 

At the end of this week there takes 
place the first meet of the year — the 
Freshman — Sophomore. Now it is up 
to the Freshmen to turn out now and 
condition for that meet, as the time is 
exceptionally short this year- Unless 
(lioy show up in a body at a time when 
a day's delay may mean a loss qf points 
ill the meet, they arc increasing th,ejr 
rhi'.nces of being trimmed in ; the. ; yery 
first contest of the year; Centennial 
year at that ! As has been proved in the 
past, the hope of Freshman victory de- 
pends on numbers being entered and 
.'ill points possible being picked up. They 
may be sure that few Sophs, entering 
have been working for their events be- 
forehand. 

Lack of experience in the past should 
not deter men from turning, out. The 
track, team has by no means been chos 
en, and there arc opportunities in almost 
any event. The college has a capable 
coach, and if a man turns out at once 
and starts training. Van may be relied 
on to pick out good material and de- 
velop it, whether experienced or not. 

The lists for entries in the Freshman- 
Sophomore meet are to be posted in 
the Stadium dressing rooms this af- 
ternoon^ All men considering' .entering 
events ^he coming Saturday "arc" ask"cd' 
to leave their names, faculty and year 
on the lists of each event they may en- 
ter. Entries may also be made at the 
■■.trier's desk at the Union, in order to 
facilitate handling of the large entry 
expected. Men should enter at once if 
possible, as lists close by % Thursday
